SPECIAL RECOGNITION 

During the past month news has come of out¬ 
standing accomplishment by both School fac¬ 
ulty members and students who have achieved 
distinction in the fields of Textile Design and 
Mural Decoration. 

One of the east’s important textile mills, Rose¬ 
mary Sales, in making its choice for the new 
Spring ’47 line, has selected five designs from 
California artists—four from Dorr Bothivell 
of the School faculty and one from her stu¬ 
dent Mary Hiatt, also an instructor at the 
School. In view of the fact that the mills were 
restricted to only eight new designs this year 
because of current cotton shortages, it is par¬ 
ticularly noteworthy that from hundreds of 
samples submitted by professional designers 
all over the country, five of the eight selected 
should be those of Association and School 
members. The mills are mass producers of 
printed cotton tablecloths which are marketed 
throughout the United States.

RETROSPECT—AND PROSPECT 

By the time this Bulletin is in your hands, the 
1946 Summer Session of the California School 
of Fine Arts will have drawn to a close, and on 
August 19 the regular Fall semester will com¬ 
mence. Enrollment for the six-week session just 
concluded reached an all-time high with 420 
students, 158 of whom were veterans attending 
under the G. I. Bill of Rights. With a faculty 
of twenty-one, the School offered over thirty 
courses, all of which were filled to capacity, 
with '"waiting lists” for most of them. Innova¬ 
tions included the opening of the Department 
of Photography, mid-week classes for children, 
and an advanced course in Textile Design conducted by guest-instructor Evsa Model, noted 
New York artist and designer. Classes under the direction of William Gaw, James McCray, 
David Park, Hassel Smith, Ray Bertrand, Ansel Adams, Carlton Ball, Esther Sills, Carol Purdie, 
Zygmund Sazevich, Dorr Bothwell, Clay Spohn, Elmer Bischoff and Antonio Sotomayor com¬ 
bined to produce one of the most stimulating and successful Summer Sessions in the School’s 
history. 

Looking ahead, we find a new school year with a greatly enlarged curriculum of over forty-five 
subjects in all four departments. A faculty of twenty-six includes Douglas MacAgy, Director 
of the School, who will conduct the new orientation course, Integration of the Arts; Paul Q. 
Forster, chairman of the Artists’ Council, who will teach Illustration in the Department of 
Design for Commerce & Industry; in the same department, Phoebe Brown, architectural drafts¬ 
man and alumna of the University of California, instructing classes in Mechanical Drawing; 
Walter Landor, noted designer and head of the 
firm bearing his name, who, during the Spring 
term ’47, will teach advanced courses in Indus¬ 
trial Design and Packaging; Douglas Nichol¬ 
son, free-lance advertising designer, who will 
teach Precision Drawing; Whitney Atchley*, 
who will conduct day and evening classes in 
Ceramics; and Minor White, new instructor in 
the Department of Photography. Absent dur¬ 
ing the Summer, but returning for the Fall term 
are Robert B. Howard, to supervise the As¬ 
sociated Arts Workshop and night Sculpture 
classes, also Milton Cavagnaro, Warren Zim¬ 
mer and Harry Klink, teaching basic commercial courses including Advertising Art, Design 
Development and Lettering. Most of the Summer faculty will also return. If early enrollments 
are indicative of "things to come,” then the School may anticipate another "filled to capacity” 
semester. 

The current program prepares the student to cope with the practical problems which relate to 
the skill he has learned in his chosen field, whether that is painting, sculpture, or some form of 
design for commerce and industry. Even now, after only two terms of this program, student de¬ 
signers have won distinguished awards and contracts in competition with professional artists 
throughout the country, f

TRUMAN BAILEY 

Readers of the July 1st issue of Time have 
most likely seen the account of the Inter-Amer¬ 
ican Development Commission’s local crafts 
industry, and the taking over of that project 
in its own country by the Peruvian Govern¬ 
ment. What readers were not told, however, is 
that Truman Bailey, instigator of the project 
and chiefly responsible for its success, is an 
alumnus of the California School of Fine Arts. 
He studied from 1923 through the Spring of 
’25 with Lee Randolph and Spencer Macky, 
this schooling, incidentally, constituting the 
only formal art training he received.

perience dates back to 1942 when, on the trail 
of sources of Pre-Columbian handicrafts, he 
.ediscovered lost weaving techniques and the 
secrets of extracting and refining true dye 
colors. He set up a laboratory-workshop in 
Lima, and with native workmen trained by 
him and his colleague Grace Escardo, soon 
was producing "a great variety of cleanly de¬ 
signed, finely wrought textiles, lacquer-work, 
silver, wooden utensils, even furniture.” 

Now Bailey’s work is bringing fruitful results 
not only to the Peruvians themselves but to 
the world in general in making available a 
"new” native handicraft to markets abroad.

THOMAS HILL EXHIBITION 

Now on exhibition at the de Young Museum 
are a number of paintings by the early Califor¬ 
nia artist, Thomas Hill.

trious contemporaries as William Keith, he 
helped to build the artistic life of the commu¬ 
nity. Hill was one of the first Vice-Presidents 
of the newly formed San Francisco Art Asso¬ 
ciation and a frequent exhibitor in its gallery. 
The present showing of his works will remain 
through August 15.
